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THE CENTURY ASSOCIATION 


THE CENTURY was founded, and its first Constitution 
adopted, January 13, 1847. One hundred gentlemen en- 
gaged or interested in Letters and the Fine Arts had been 
invited to join in forming the Association, of which number 
forty-two accepted the invitation and became Founders. 
Forty-six others joined during the year. 

While the first Constitution did not mention any limit 
to membership, the intention of the Founders was to set 
the limit at one hundred members, which made them give 
the new Association its name, The Century. 

On March 7, 1857, it was incorporated by an Act of the 
Legislature, which was amended March 29, 1883. 

The following table shows the limit to membership as 
declared by successive constitutional amendments:

From the Spring of 1847 to the Spring of 1849 it occupied 
rooms at No. 945 Broadway. 

From the Spring of 1849 to the Spring of 1850 it occupied 
rooms at No. 435 Broome Street. 

From the Spring of 1850 to May, 1852, it occupied rooms 
at No. 575 Broadway. 

From May, 1852, to the Spring of 1857, it occupied the 
house at No. 24 Clinton Place. 

From the Spring of 1857 to January 5, 1891, it occupied 
the house at No. 109 (old No. 42) East Fifteenth Street. 

On January 10, 1891, it removed to its present Club- 
house, No. 7 West Forty-third Street. 


On May 4, 1901, John Bigelow and Parke Godwin, only 
surviving members of The Column, a literary society founded 
in 1825, presented to The Century the privileges of fellow- 
membership with them. The silver memorial column bears 
a lamp which since 1858 had burned at every meeting of 
The Column, and is now lighted at each gathering of The 
Century.

Fifty members have been added to our rolls since the last 
annual meeting, 39 resident and 11 non-resident members, 
six members have been transferred to the resident class and 
twenty-seven to the non-resident class.

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THe TwELrtTH NIGHT CELEBRATION 


Twelfth Night was celebrated with immense success at 
the Club-house on January 6, 1933, after an interval of six- 
teen years since the last celebration for that convivial 
occasion. In last January’s observance, 477 Centurions 
participated, attired in the togas of ancient Rome or in the 
dress of contemporary barbarians. The Club-house was 
transformed into Senate, throne room and Roman summer 
palace of the period. 

The organizer of the celebration and master of ceremonies 
was Austin Strong, to whose energy and imagination its 
great success was chiefly due. Otis Skinner was King of the 
Revels. In the unavoidable absence of Elihu Root, who 
would have personated Cesar, Henry de Forest Baldwin 
occupied the throne as Cesar’s deputy. William D. Guthrie 
addressed the Senate, calling for the triumph, John H. 
Finley as Virgil read an ode to Cesar, Robert Underwood 
Johnson personated Homer, Newcomb Carlton brought 
Cicero to life again, Nicholas Murray Butler as Horace 
delivered the oration to Bacchus and the Century, Rodman 
Gilder commanded the Pretorian Guards. 

Senators in the semi-circle of seats around Cesar were 
James S. Cushman, Walter Damrosch, William D. Guthrie, 
Henry W. Jessup, Samuel D. Kittredge, Walton Martin, 
Geoffrey Parsons, Charles W. Pierson, Philip Sawyer, R. 
Cotton Smith and Arthur Whiting. Byzantine potentates 
on either side of the King of the Revels were Robert Bridges, 
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J. H. Chapin, Harry A. Cushing, Charles A. Platt, John S. 
Sheppard and Henry W. Taft; Bacchus was brought to life 
by Morgan Taylor. The remarkably realistic thrones, tents 
and backgrounds, and the heroic mask for the oracle, were 
the work of Ernest Peixotto, Paul Manship, Albert Herter, 
Ernest Tyler and Augustus Tack.

The Secretary reports that the following members have 
died since the last annual report was compiled: 
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The hand of fate did not spare the Century’s membership 
in 1933. The 56 fellow-clubmen who left us in the calendar 
year compare numerically with 50 in 1932, with 52 in 1931, 
and with an average of 46 in the fifteen years since the war. 
Only twice in our history—in 1930 and in 1918—has the total 
been exceeded. But it will be remembered, after all, that 
the Club’s membership has been increased 700 since 1891, 
and that in due course the number of members called to their 
last account was therefore similarly bound to increase. Of 
the list of fellow-Centurions to whom we had to bid farewell 
last year, it need only be said that the names will be a vivid 
and enduring memory in the Club’s traditions. Perhaps with 
many Centurions this survey will bring a sense not only of 
pride, but of gratified surprise, at learning of what fellow- 
members whom they knew but slightly had actually achieved 
in the outside world. 


It will somehow not seem possible that the Club is being 
kept to the high mark of social efficiency without the keen 
eye of INGALLS KIMBALL to watch for anything that is going 
wrong. By tradition, the House Committee is called severely 
to account unless things are moving rightly; but Kimball 
held the Club itself to a reckoning. He never disputed, but 
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he usually had his way and the Club was glad of it. Few 
individuals were better known to frequenters of the Century, 
and there were few departments in the management of the 
Century which had not felt the stimulus of his active mind. 
On the larger questions of Club policy his judgment, in or 
out of the Board of Management, was quick, outspoken, 
practical. On the House Committee he was a pillar of 
strength. No detail escaped his alert and imaginative 
mind. 

He was as energetic in reconstructing the kitchen service, 
in organizing the ‘‘special dinners,” in adapting the evening 
ménus to new requirements of the day, as in keeping the 
Club-house in condition or ensuring good talk or good music 
on a monthly-meeting night. Yet this was only part of his 
interest in life. Whenever the lean figure with the quizzical 
smile, the slightly stooping shoulders and the shrewdly 
observant eyes approached a group of fellow-Centurions, the 
others knew that the conversation would take a turn worth 
taking. Kimball never talked shop at the Century. He had 
made his mark in the walks of business as in the conducting 
of the Club-house, but in the Century he will be best re- 
membered for himself, as one of those striking personalities 
‘which shape the character of social organizations. 

The whimsical smile of Frank Lusk Bassorrt, his quiet 
and friendly conversation, had long been familiar to the 
Century. During his membership of nearly forty years, he 
was a constant day-time visitor at the Club-house; he rarely 
missed a monthly-meeting night. This happened despite his 
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lifelong residence across the river, and notwithstanding the 
fact that Babbott was a survivor of that old-time group to 
whom Brooklyn was the civic and social centre and New 
York a useful but uninteresting suburb. Babbott was a 
public-spirited Brooklynite. His own active life reached back 
into the period when every worthwhile citizen of that com- 
munity knew all the others, and on stated occasions mingled 
with them sociably at the old Academy on Montague Street 
or at Plymouth and Pilgrim Church. Himself for many 
years trustee of Brooklyn’s Public Library and Academy of 
Music, director of its principal fiduciary institutions, active 
member of its Board of Education and Municipal Art com- 
mission, Babbott epitomized the spirit which made some of 
his older fellow-citizens shake their heads when the Brooklyn 
Bridge supplanted the Fulton and Wall Street ferries, and 
which subsequently brought to all of them the mournful 
feeling that the Greater New York charter was the ending of 
anera. But to Babbott, the Century Club was an institution 
that knew no city or borough boundaries, and with which he 
could unhesitatingly share his loyalty. 

In what are nowadays described as the old days of the 
Century, Isaac Wyman Drummonp was a familiar figure. 
At the dining-table his invariable place was with that junto 
of convivial spirits, George Greene, Dr. Austin Flint and 
Beverly Chew, whose presence always gave to the Club a 
flavor of its own. In the billiard-room Dr. Drummond, who 
was a skilful player, regularly matched cues in the straight 
game with Dr. Flint or else engaged in ‘‘cow-boy pool”’ with 
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Greene, Theodore Cooper, Charles R. Miller and Dr. Daniel 
Stimson. Merely to recite the names is to call up a vision of 
the Club-house past. Like his affiliates of dining-room and 
billiard-table, Drummond was in everyday life a citizen of 
personal distinction and original avocations. In his case the 
hobbies were chemistry and artistic study. In the one field 
he was a pupil of Charles F. Chandler, and was full of vivid 
memories of that master; in the other, his unusual scope of 
interest was indicated by the title which he earned, of research 
associate in antique jade and amber for the American 
Museum. 


With the Century, Louis Comrort TIFFANY enjoyed the 
distinction of the longest resident membership on our rolls. 
Admitted to the Club in 1870, he had continued in our fellow- 
ship nearly 63 years. Only by Mr. Ward’s 66 years of 
resident and non-resident membership is Tiffany’s record 
overtopped. His Century associations accompanied an 
equally long and exceedingly distinguished career of artistic 
achievement. Throughout the seven decades of his produc- 
tive life as artist and decorator, his energy in creating works 
of beauty was astonishing. Up to the very last, he labored 
incessantly; in his middle seventies, on a summer’s visit to 
the Pacific coast, he painted thirty landscapes. 

It was to Tiffany that the artistic and religious community 
owes the revival in our days of what we had come to consider 
a lost art. He reproduced for the Nineteenth and Twentieth 
Centuries the stained-glass windows and surrounding deco- 
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tations which create the atmosphere of the medieval 
cathedral. 

To those who knew him intimately, the personality of 
HENRY PaRTON was most engaging. An artist of rare 
capacity and in his later years of recognized professional 
success, he enjoyed life thoroughly, surrounding himself with 
friends. Asa painter he belonged to the conservative school; 
nevertheless, while severely exacting in judgment of his own 
productions, Parton was always generous in appreciation of 
the work of others. Among his friends, his companionship 
was welcome for his keen sense of humor, his fund of anecdote, 
and the love of music that supplemented his interest in art. 

The rural landscapes of CLARK GREENWOOD VOORHEES 
are well known to lovers of American art. His paintings had 
been exhibited at the Carnegie Institute of Pittsburgh, the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts, the Art Institute of 
Chicago, and at the St. Louis Exposition of 1904. By choice 
he lived in country-places within easy reach of the native 
scenery which he loved to paint, and the art colonies of Stock- 
bridge and Old Lyme grew up under his kindly guidance. 

JosEPH BRECK was known throughout this country, and 
perhaps especially in Europe, as an authority on European 
art from the Byzantine period onward. Although he never 
had opportunity to write complete books embodying his 
learning in artistic history, his occasional articles achieved 
very high repute. For a time he had hesitated between 
painting as a life career, or study of the history of art. Choos- 
ing the second of these alternatives, he studied in Italy ona 
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fellowship of Harvard University; then, returning to America 
for graduate work, he was speedily invited by that watchful 
observer of new talent, our own late colleague Edward 
Robinson, to join the staff of the Metropolitan Museum. 
During twenty-one years, with three years’ intermission as 
successful inaugurator of the Minneapolis Institute of Arts, 
Breck applied himself to the Department of Decorative Arts 
in our own institution. The Museum’s tribute to his services 
describes him as broadly learned, vitally interested in all of 
the Museum’s activities, endowed with an amazing memory 
and great quickness of thought, a skilled draftsman knowing 
much of architecture, and with activities as collector for the 
Museum covering a wider field than those of any of his 
associates. It was through Breck that the extraordinary 
collection of Gothic sculptures, at the Cloisters on Fort 
Washington Avenue, were installed. 


RICHARD HENRY Dana was fourth in the illustrious line to 
which his name belonged. His own pedigree had the double 
distinction that, while his paternal grandfather wrote the 
well-known “‘Two Years before the Mast,” his maternal 
grandfather was the author of ‘‘Hiawatha”’ and “‘Evangeline.”’ 
This fusion of literary inheritance did not make our own 
Dana either a poet or a narrator of adventure, but he was a 
man of high artistic and musical culture, an architect of 
imagination and judgment. He had been lecturer at the Yale 
School of Architecture, and the University had conferred 
upon him its honorary degree for achievement in that art. 
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As an architect, first at Boston and then at St. Louis, JoHN 
LAWRENCE MAurRan became distinguished long ago for the 
graceful and dignified buildings which he designed. He had 
a hand in planning the Chicago Public Library and Art 
Institute, and was personally designer of many of the best- 
known structures in St. Louis. Mauran was one of those 
public-spirited citizens whose scope of activity outside his own 
professional duties was extraordinary. He had served as 
president continuously for a dozen or more public enterprises 
of his city, ranging in character from the St. Louis Grand 
Opera Company and the New England Society to the Ameri- 
can Red Cross and the Public Buildings committee. 

Some of the most graceful artistic conceptions in the 
interior of St. Patrick’s Cathedral were the work of CHARLES 
THomPsON MATHEWS, whose designs for remodeling the East 
end of the cathedral were accepted, in face of the competition 
of well-known American, French and British architects. 
Mathews was an imaginative and at the same time an 
extremely practical master of his art. Other notable churches 
perpetuate his ideas and his professional skill. He wrote the 
interesting ‘‘Renaissance under the Valois,’”’ which was as 
cordially received in France as by his fellow-citizens. 


James LEAL GREENLEAF won international repute in the 
interesting profession of planning, diversifying and re- 
foresting public parks. Few of us, who had never seen the 
barren waste of rugged boulders and dusty vacant lots which 
Olmsted conjured into our own Central Park, or the stretches 
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of neglected woodland, overgrown with weeds and thickets, 
out of which were constructed the charming vistas of Prospect 
Park in Brooklyn and Rock Creek at Washington, can fully 
recognize the achievement of the landscape architect’s crea- 
tive imagination. Greenleaf’s activities were directed to 
creation of parks in all sections of the country. He had a 
hand in our most pleasing national reservations. The 
Columbia Island park in the State of Washington, the 
approaches to the Arlington Memorial Bridge, and particu- 
larly the landscape planning of the beautiful public parkway 
which now stretches down from the Lincoln Memorial to the 
Capitol, were his special achievement. 

An Italian citizen by birth and military attaché of the 
Italian Embassy at Washington in the Nineties, FERRUCCIO 
VITALE’s real career began when, three decades ago, he em- 
barked as an American citizen on his greatly-loved profession 
of landscape artistry. In this pursuit he was an indefatigable 
worker. Numerous private estates were transformed under 
his imaginative direction. He designed the ‘‘town plans’”’ 
for several such suburban communities as Scarsdale, served 
by presidential appointment on the National Fine Arts Com- 
mission and was an architectural commissioner for the 
Chicago Fair. It was a somewhat unusual instance of a 
foreign-born citizen, coming to America in years of maturity 
but merging his personality into that of his adopted country. 
But he did not forget his Italy; part of his later achievement 
was the founding and development of the landscape-archi- 
tectural department at the American Academy in Rome. 
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Those of us who still read Thackeray will remember Arthur 
Pendennis traveling to London on the coach, hearing of a 
popular novelist who earned ‘“‘£300 a volume,” and calcu- 
lating from this that he himself might make at least five 
thousand a year at authorship. Neither Pendennis nor his 
author realized the happy dream. But if RopertT WILLIAM 
CHAMBERS had begun with a similar calculation, it would not 
have greatly missed the mark. Of his seventy books or more, 
fifty-eight novels were written in the thirty-five years from 
1893 to 1927. During part of that period, the speed was 
accelerated to three published books per annum. Possibly, 
as with the outpour of mystery stories from our Wallaces and 
Fletchers, the sophisticated public will classify the achieve- 
ment as an incident in mass production, an exhibit of in- 
dustrial efficiency which enabled human imagination to turn 
out romances like buttons. But that would be hardly just, 
as regards either Chambers or his profession. Such literary 
productiveness, sometimes of high quality, has always been 
an occasional phenomenon. Not to mention the fertile 
Trollope, Sir Walter’s record testifies to the writing of two 
such first-rate stories as ‘“Waverley”’ and ‘“‘Guy Mannering”’ 
at a sitting of four to six weeks apiece, and to the publication 
in a single year cf three well-known novels, two of them ‘Old 
Mortality” and “The Antiquary.”’ 

Chambers was no Scott, but he managed to maintain what 
under the circumstances was a rather surprising quality of 
authorship. Even with Sir Walter the writing of two books at 
once, an achievement which Chambers prided himself on 
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duplicating, is believed to have imposed certain literary 
handicaps; but none of the resultant published tales of 
Chambers was altogether negligible. Perhaps the real 
explanation was that their author, even when style or imagi- 
nation flagged, had a background of personal experience, of 
accurate knowledge concerning other times and places. He 
was a draftsman, painter and illustrator, a first-class au- 
thority on animal life in the Northern woods and on colonial 
history—a background which he did not obtain, as it oc- 
casionally is obtained in present-day hand-made fiction, by 
casual visits to a sufficiently distant spot to ‘‘work up local 
color.” 

Lee Witson Dopp began active life as lawyer; he prac- 
ticed law five years, but literature and dramatic composition 
were too strong an attraction. His first book of poems was 
published before he had relinquished the law; his first play 
was produced two years after he quitted it. Perhaps his best 
works were his dramatization of the novel, ‘His Majesty, 
Bunker Bean’, his play “The Changelings,’’ which ran a 
season in New York during 1923, his novel ‘“The Book of 
Susan”’ and his long satirical poem published only a few years 
ago, ““The Great Enlightenment.’ Despite his shyness and 
lack of self-assertion, Dodd was an excellent companion. 
Publicity through puffing, his sensitive nature cordially dis- 
liked; his friends, indeed, believed that his rejection of the 
usual methods of advertising a new dramatist or author may 
have hindered the spread of his reputation. 

Like Dodd and like most of our other successful contem- 
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porary playwrights, Louis EvAN SHIPMAN was not himself a 
product of the stage. He was a Harvard graduate, had begun 
by writing for the weekly magazines, and achieved his first 
and possibly greatest successes in dramatic composition when 
he was less than thirty. His productions appeared on the 
stage at reasonably frequent intervals during the three 
decades ending with 1929. He was one of those playwrights, 
not uncommon in the history of the theatre, who no sooner 
had brought to the footlights one comedy than the prolific 
pen and imagination were busy with another. 

LEWIS SHERRILL BIGELOW was another of our professional 
men with whom the lure of purely literary work eventually 
overcame the inducements of active business practice. Even 
before he had committed himself to law, he engaged in post- 
graduate literary study under Woodberry at Columbia. His 
subsequent legal activities were temporarily suspended during 
an interlude on the staff of the New York Sun, and his later 
years were given up to literary pursuits. 


ArtHuR REED KIMBALL was one of the honorable company 
of small-town newspaper editors whose strength of personal 
conviction, clearness of thought and forcefulness of writing 
made their editorial page a power far beyond the bounds of 
their own little constituency. During forty-one years he 
shaped the editorial policy of the Waterbury American. Like 
Samuel Bowles on the Springfield Republican, Charles Hop- 
kins Clark on the Hartford Courant, and William Allen White 
on the Emporia Gazette, Kimball was content with his own 
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field of editorial activity; he was never tempted by what 
might have seemed the greater opportunities of large-city 
journalism. That his trenchant comment on political and 
social questions saw the light in a provincial newspaper did 
not detract from the always-present interest, taken in his 
utterances by newspaper managers and readers of other 
communities and other states. Itis one of the finest traditions 
of American politics and American journalism that any 
writer who has something to say on public questions, who 
knows how to say it and who has thought the matter out, 
independently of party formulas, will command a nation-wide 
audience. 

LAWRENCE FRASER ABBOTT’S active life was bound up 
with a publication which filled a large place in its prime but 
which, like many others of the kind in our past history, is now 
among things which are past. Those of us who knew Abbott 
in his younger days will associate with his personality the 
spirit of effervescent humor, followed as a rule by quick 
reversion to serious thoughtfulness. His classmates placed 
him among the college wits; the duty of paying the traditional 
Commencement-Day tribute to underclassmen, Faculty and 
Amherst townspeople, was unanimously committed to him. 
Son and grandson of well-known writers, Abbott gravitated 
naturally into journalism. He never became, as his own 
imagination had possibly foreshadowed, either a prolific 
journalist or a popular writer, but accident brought him 
ownership of the Outlook in its palmy days of the early 
Nineties. Originally a “religious weekly,” it had changed 
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both form and name, had reserved a few pages for the older- 
time Sunday constituency, but otherwise had entered the 
field of the London Spectator and Saturday Review. Under 
the editorial direction of Abbott’s distinguished father, and 
with such capable lieutenants as Hamilton Mabie on the 
staff, the publication quickly made its mark on the public 
controversies of the day. 

But, after two or three decades of undiminished prestige, 
it encountered a new handicap; the progressively expanded 
“Sunday supplements,’ book reviews and week-end dis- 
cussion of current events in the daily press. It was then that 
Abbott himself conceived the expedient, after Theodore 
Roosevelt’s presidential turn expired, of infusing fresh vitality 
by adding that vigorous and contentious personality to the 
Outlook’s staff. In journalistic circles, it was taken for 
granted that the experiment would greatly enlarge the Out- 
look’s circulation, and so it did. Abbott himself told Archie 
Butt, on the golf-links at Chevy Chase, of how the Outlook’s 
news-stand sales ran up, even before the White House 
graduate had contributed a line. But the hope of an in- 
definitely continuous increase was not fulfilled; instead, the 
subscription list expanded with unexpected rapidity for six 
months, then ceased to grow, and the political events of 1912 
left the Outlook confronted with all its previous problems. 
Ten years later, Abbott himself relinquished it. But he 
never relinquished his admiration for Theodore Roosevelt— 
of whom Abbott’s published reminiscences are among the 
most human and most readable. 
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The long career of ARTHUR CUSHMAN McGIFFERT as 
exponent of church history and religious thought had its part 
in reconciling the precepts of theology with the course of his- 
torical research and the progress of modern science. His 
knowledge and understanding of religious history were ex- 
traordinarily complete; a review of his teachings by his 
colleagues at Union Seminary described Dr. McGiffert as 
“projecting himself into the minds’’ of religious thinkers in 
the past, of speaking ‘‘as though he were himself contem- 
porary with the age which he was interpreting.” That he 
was “for many generations the outstanding lecturer of the 
faculty” was testified unanimously; his numerous published 
writings, distinguished as they were by clarity of thought 
and exactness of knowledge, extended his illumination of the 
past to the sphere of the reading public. It was no small 
task to enlarge public understanding of the career and 
character of so familiar a historical figure as Martin Luther; 
yet this was by general agreement of the critics achieved in 
McGiffert’s book on the leader of the Reformation. 

Personally, Dr. McGiffert was a companionable fellow- 
member; somewhat reserved on first acquaintance, but soon 
enlivening the talk with shrewd and apt remarks on any 
controverted topic, not without occasional infusion of his 
own quiet Scotch humor. At the Century he was a frequent 
visitor, repeatedly selected for the Admissions committee and 
the Board of Management. He was not by choice a contro- 
versialist, but his forthright expression of opinion, regarding 
certain hard-and-fast dogmas of the church, brought him 
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inevitably into collision with theological bitter-enders of the 
Nineties. Passages from McGiffert’s “History of Christi- 
anity in the Apostolic Age’”’ were pronounced anathema by 
the orthodox General Johnsons of that day, and the censors, 
‘fresh from their pursuit of Dr. Briggs, promptly brought 
charges of heresy against McGiffert. The doctor, however, 
not being of combative or publicity-seeking temperament, 
quietly withdrew from the Presbyterian ministry and entered 
the more liberal atmosphere of another fellowship. 

No one could talk even casually with FELIx ADLER without 
the feeling of somehow having been in touch with a benignant 
spirit. Dr. Adler was a learned man, with an aptitude for 
acute observation and quiet humor. But his conversation, 
even on every-day topics, never failed to bring the mind 
unconsciously in contact with the higher things of life. There 
was no effort to turn the talk in such directions; it was the 
absence of moralizing, the freedom from any atmosphere of 
doctrine, which made the impression of personality more real. 
Even a brief exchange of views on the commonplaces left the 
mind of a companion in a kindlier disposition towards his 
fellow-men. 

CHARLES LAWRENCE ADAMS was for many years one of the 
familiar visitors at the Century luncheon-table. The tall, 
spare clergyman with the good-humored, youthful face, 
always interested in questions of the day and in the views 
of his fellow-Centurions regarding them, did his part in keep- 
ing the ball of conversation rolling; he was one of those whose 
absence was a matter of comment when he did not make his 
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daily journey to the Club-house. Perhaps his fellow-Cen- 
turions did not know that he was a capable amateur landscape 
painter, a well-grounded student of the classics and a first- 
class naturalist, whose interest in everything out of doors 
brought him to White Mountain trails and all other accessible 
places of observation, whenever he could break away from 
city and suburbs. 

WILLIAM PRALL was a frequent attendant at the junto of 
after-luncheon philosophers in the Graham Library. His 
career in outside life was varied; he had been state assembly- 
man, practicing lawyer, historical writer and Episcopal 
clergyman. If Dr. Prall had any one special pride, it arose 
from his Huguenot ancestry. Most of his published books 
were devoted to the historical experiences of that interesting 
religious sect. 

The life task of WiLL1AM REvELL Moopy, in carrying on 
the school at Northfield which his father founded, success- 
fully supplemented and rounded out Dwight L. Moody’s 
labors. If the father’s career overshadowed in public interest 
that of his son and educational successor, it was less on 
account of the work at Northfield than because of earlier 
and very remarkable chapters in the elder Moody’s life. 
During a good part of this country’s history, it used to be 
expected as a matter of course that a great financial crash and 
the consequent depression would be followed by spectacular 
and nation-wide religious revival. The present industrial 
depression has not produced that particular phenomenon, 
nor did the two or three depressions which preceded. But 
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it certainly happened after 1825 and 1837 and 1857 and it 
was equally the sequel to 1873. Some of us who are getting 
on in life remember (mostly as boyhood recollections) the 
famous revival meetings in New York during 1874 and 1875, 
when, day after day, the largest uptown hall in the city 
would be crowded to capacity to hear the evangelist. The 
episode became a ‘‘newspaper sensation.”’ Today it is an 
astonishing reminiscent picture—Moody’s overpoweringly 
earnest exhortation; the assemblage, coming unmistakably 
from Wall Street and Fifth Avenue as well as from humble 
neighborhoods, breaking into tears when Sankey followed 
with ‘‘The Ninety and Nine,’’ and the long lines of weeping 
penitents that moved up to the anxious-seat. Doubtless the 
New Yorker’s well-known instinct, to be present at any 
much-discussed event and experience any new sensation, 
accounted for much of the immense attendance. Prospective 
backsliders were probably as numerous as in the still older 
frontier camp-meetings. Yet the picture somehow does not 
seem to belong to the New York we know, and, as a matter 
of fact, these demonstrations of the Seventies were the last 
of their kind. 

RopERIcK TERRY had been member of the Century for 
51 years, a record overtopped by only four other members 
of the club. He was one of Newport’s best-known citizens. 
Himself lineal descendant of that distinguished personage 
of New England’s colonial days, Governor William Bradford 
of Massachusetts, the early history of the colonies was Dr. 
Terry’s primary avocation. He took the lead in preserv- 
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ing colonial relics and landmarks and was always an 
inspiring participant in the Newport Historical Society’s 
proceedings. When it is remembered also that Dr. Terry 
was an assiduous book-collector, an active participant in the 
religious, artistic, charitable and athletic affairs of his com- 
munity, one gets the picture of a many-sided American, 
happily set apart from that fairly numerous fraternity of his 
later days, for whom history and human achievement began 
in 1918. 


The New Year has parted from us one fellow-Clubman 
who will always be held in affectionate remembrance. The 
quietly cordial greeting of Linsty Rupp WILLIAMs, his 
modest participation in the talk of whatever group he joined, 
would not perhaps of themselves have suggested the doctor’s 
remarkable career. He was among his profession’s most 
distinguished forward-looking men. Cure of disease, allevi- 
ation of human suffering, were closest to his heart, but his 
mind and imagination were equally busy with planning for 
medical achievement in the future which the present had 
hardly yet envisaged. His picture of the public health 
administration as it ought to be and as, in the fulness of time, 
he considered it bound to be, was not a dream but the 
program of an intensely practical master of the problem. 
He had himself served on the State Health commission, as 
sanitary inspector at the front in the Great War, and as 
active colleague for the city hospitals and for the medical 
foundations, in which he believed profoundly. Dr. Williams 
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had clear ideas on the further prolongation of the span of 
human life; to past achievement in that interesting objective 
he had himself contributed. Always he was a good Cen- 
turion; this evening would have completed for him a useful 
three-year term on the Club’s board of managers. 

In the medical profession of this city, Dk. GEORGE Davip 
STEWART was in many ways a commanding figure. Quite 
aside from professional achievement his practical wisdom and 
tactful energy, with a background of culture and humorous 
expression, ensured the success which attended his executive 
responsibilities. During nearly forty years he was a driving 
power in promoting the interests of the Academy of Medicine, 
which conferred on him the unusual distinction, for that 
organization, of electing him to its presidency during three 
successive terms. 

The very retiring disposition of Van Horne Norrie, his 
persistent shunning of public distinction for medical achieve- 
ment, left his career and personality unknown to many of 
his fellow-clubmen. Only a few intimates were fully ac- 
quainted with his personal and intellectual charm, but the 
profession recognized him as one of the foremost diagnos- 
ticians of his time. | 

Underneath a quiet and somewhat reserved manner, Dr. 
NELLIS BARNES FOSTER possessed a lively sense of humor; 
in association with kindred spirits he was an entertaining 
conversationalist. At the Cornell Medical college, at the 
Camp Meade base hospital in war-time, at the New York 
Hospital throughout his active life, he gained the warm 
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affection of students, associates and internes, whom he in- 
spired with his own intense interest in the solution of the 
medical and surgical problems with which they were con- 
fronted. Not the least impressive of Foster’s conclusions 
from his long professional experience was embodied in his 
remark, not long ago, that ‘‘hard work is one of the greatest 
influences towards longevity’; that, when necessity for such 
professional activity is gone, “‘the ageing man should get 
himself a hobby and ride it hard.” 

One sure recourse of the publishing trade appears to con- 
sist in books on the life-story of well known captains of in- 
dustry, not too long deceased. The subject is treated by the 
various authors from every imaginable point of view but 
one, and that is the viewpoint of his doctor. We never get 
that in book form: which is perhaps regrettable, because the 
family physician is extremely apt to have been acquainted 
with the real man who has captured the public’s interest. 
Dr. GEORGE ARTHUR Dixon, in his notable career as medical 
practitioner, numbered among his patients Harriman, Hill, 
the younger Vanderbilt and the elder Morgan—the very men 
of whom the best-selling biographers have been drawing 
their more or less imaginative pictures. He accompanied 
Harriman on his last western railway trip, attended J. P. 
Morgan in his last illness at Rome, and was one of the 
physicians at the bedside of the dying McKinley. ‘The 
personal impressions derived from that intimate affiliation 
would surely have interested and might have enlightened 
the eager reading public; but it is perhaps a matter for 
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gratification that at least one profession is left which does not 
chase after the limelight of publicity. 


The public career of Judge ALPHONSO TROMPBOUR CLEAR- 
WATER stretched back to the middle Seventies; it was one 
among many instances of the American people’s determi- 
nation to keep on the bench jurists whose capacity was tried 
and proved. He was one of the men to whom fellow-citizens 
instinctively turn for counsel on large public experiments; 
yet he was so far removed from the qualities of a professional 
Dryasdust that he confessed half-deprecatingly, late in life, 
his incorrigible fondness for reading Horace, Virgil, Plutarch, 
Plato and Aristotle in hours of leisure. 

Judge Clearwater was extremely urbane in manner, but 
trenchant and vigorous in speech. Itisrecalle by his friends 
that, during his last twenty years, the Judge was afflicted 
with increasing deafness, that it was very marked during his 
eminent service in the Constitutional Convention, but that 
he obtained from it certain advantages not unlike those 
derived by Sir Joshua Reynolds from his famous ear-trumpet. 
He carried with him a portable audiphone and ear-piece. This 
he would adjust and place in front of him when he desired 
to hear. When, on the other hand, he did not care to listen, 
he would detach the connection, and nothing could then 
break in upon his personal meditations. 

The life of HENRY GALBRAITH WARD was another of the 
many happy illustrations of the continuity of service by our 
eminent jurists on the American bench. Appointed by Presi- 
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dent Theodore Roosevelt in 1907, he served eighteen years in 
the Federal Circuit Court of the Southern New York district, 
where he won recognition both for the soundness of his 
judgments and for his personal kindliness and tolerance. 
After his retirement from the Appellate bench, he frequently 
sat in the District Court and tried Admiralty cases. Judge 
Ward was master in that branch of the law and, by the 
testimony of Admiralty practitioners, it was a delight to 
appear before him. Both at the bar and on the bench he was 
impatient of anything legalistic; in private life his flavor as a 
host, his wit and humor, his quickness of appreciation, his 
sympathy and generosity, will long be remembered by his 
fellow-clubmen. 

WILi1AM IvEs WASHBURN was one of those Centurions 
whose manner rarely varied; whose suavity, composure, 
quiet cordiality and occasional retrospective humor were 
inseparable from his personality. Ina way, he was the typical 
man of affairs engaged as practical adviser, not only in 
specialized corporation management but in church and 
philanthropic enterprises. For his interest in church affairs 
he had the background of inheritance; his ancestry ran back 
to New England clergymen who in their day had an essential 
part in governing their political communities. The social 
rather than the religious or sectarian aspects of these relation- 
ships interested Washburn, perhaps amused him; he was 
able to visualize with considerable humor the weaknesses as 
well as the forcefulness of the old-time ministerial régime. 
One of the letters of a distant New England progenitor of his 
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own, preserved in its written form, Washburn valued par- 
ticularly for its reflection of the period’s social code. It wasa 
protest to the writer’s ministerial colleagues, against their 
excessive use of alcoholic refreshment at the church convo- 
cations of the day. It insisted on the unprofessional picture, 
presented by clergymen emerging from a religious conference 
with visibly unsteady gait. 

Payson MERRILL was one of our old-time practicing 
lawyers. He had been a member of the New York bar since 
1868 and a member of this club for nearly half a century. 
Merrill was an ardent Yale man; the University, as the 
memory of his Civil-War-time student days recalled it, 
was like a picture from another world. 

Fellow-Centurions who met CHARLES HENRY PHELPS at 
the Club-house, where he had been, as long as most of us 
could remember, constant frequenter of reading room and 
library, would perhaps have found it hard to realize that 
Phelps had practiced law in this city during half a century. 
He was one of those men who did not physically or intel- 
lectually show his years; the viewpoint reflected in his quiet 
comment on events and personalities did not seem to change 
as time went on. 

During more than twenty years, GEORGE FOLGER CAN- 
FIELD had conducted as its president the affairs of the State 
Charities Aid Association. This public service followed 
nearly four decades in the professorship of law at Columbia 
and eleven years of private legal practice. In his work 
for charity he succeeded Joseph H. Choate; each of these 
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fellow-Centurions gave the best of himself to this kindly 
public duty. His legal knowledge, equally with his executive 
capacity, made him a notable citizen of his period. 

Howarp VAN SINDEREN was a scholarly lawyer, who 
maintained throughout his long professional career a constant 
interest in the literature of the law as well as in general 
literature. His activities were applied primarily to office 
work, but he was always ready to give himself to the service 
of any charity. He labored more or less obscurely, never 
seeking recognition or publicity. But he had sterling qualities 
of character, unselfish devotion to friends and duties, and was 
essentially a gentleman of the old school. 


It was usually at the Club’s monthly meetings, which he 
never missed, that fellow-Centurions came in touch with the 
kindly and gentle personality of ALEXANDER CONVERSE 
Morcan. In his view of men and things, Morgan had clear 
opinions of his own, but he always looked for the better side 
of men with whose ideas he did not sympathize and of events 
which he disliked. His own long life presented the curious 
anomaly of a citizen who for nearly half a century conducted 
the affairs of a Stock Exchange commission house, yet in 
whose mind artistic pursuits were always uppermost; who 
was himself an amateur landscape painter of merit, and whose 
canvases were publicly exhibited. It might be said of 
Morgan, as was often said of Stedman’s two-sided career in 
literature and commission brokerage, that Wall Street was 
not really his career but his accidental avocation. 
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EpwIn Francis HybDe was another of the very numerous 
Americans whose memory will be associated much less with a 
successful business or professional career than with his avo- 
cations. His law practice stretched back to Civil War times, 
interrupted by his service at the front; he was a bank officer 
during four successive decades. But music always held the 
first place of interest. For thirteen years, beginning with 
1888, Hyde was president of the New York Philharmonic; 
he was perhaps the first to promote the American develop- 
ment of orchestral music by bringing celebrated European 
conductors to this country. They became his friends; his 
private library collection was rich in the scores of great 
composers. Many-sided even in his avocations, Hyde was a 
persistent traveler—he crossed on the wooden Cunarder 
‘“‘Arabic”’ as long ago as 1864—and his exploits as amateur 
astronomer were not limited to local study. His friends 
described him as a “‘connoisseur in total eclipses’; he would 
go to the other side of the world to be on the best spot to 
observe them. 

In every uprising of the New York citizen army against the 
strangle-hold of a corrupt political cabal, the electoral cam- 
paign brings convincing evidence of waste, incompetence, 
and mismanagement. It is sometimes asked wonderingly 
how, with all this incubus, New York City could possibly 
have kept in step with the physical requirements of a great 
metropolis. The answer to this question, as to others which 
concern the machinery of existence for a city of seven 
millions, is that there are some municipal activities with 
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which Tammany, in its capacity as clearing-house for graft, 
did not dare to meddle. During twenty successive years, 
Jonas Wa.tpo SmitH planned, contrived and constructed 
the city’s present extraordinarily complete system of water 
supply. Scarcely observed or discussed by New York’s 
political constituency, the task of damming and storing on 
the mountainside the waters of the Catskills, of carrying 
the huge flow by tunnel down to tidewater and under the 
Hudson River, then re-distributing the immense supply to 
the city’s population, was quietly effected. Considering the 
physical obstacles surmounted, the complexity of the pur- 
poses which had to be attained, scientific judgment has 
recognized the result as an achievement perhaps without 
parallel in engineering. 

Among the family names which will probably, like Edison 
and Pullman, always be associated with appliances of every 
one’s daily life is that of Westinghouse. The last of that 
family’s notable group of inventive engineers, HENry HErR- 
MAN WESTINGHOUSE, had been continuously a moving spirit 
in the railway air-brake industry since the Seventies. His 
own discoveries adapted the steam-engine to the requirements 
of the day, as far back as 1883, and he followed his 
father and elder brother in the presidency of the family 
company. 

By vocation GEORGE FRANCIS CRANE was an investment 
banker, but during nearly thirty years he had been identified 
with the management of Trinity Church corporation. It 
has been said that, during his administration as comptroller 
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of the Trinity property, $5,000,000 of accumulated debt was 
paid off and a reserve of $1,500,000 accumulated. 

CHARLES WILLIAM RANTOUL was one of the numerous 
practical business men on the Century’s list; he had been a 
member since the recent war. His active work during many 
years was in the paper-manufacturing industry, concerning 
which he had been called on by the government for authori- 
tative expert reports. 

ANDREW SQUIRE was a well-known Ohio lawyer and rail- 
way manager. His professional specializing in railway liti- 
gation led to his election as President of the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg Railway. A public-spirited citizen, he had held 
many Civic posts, had served as trustee of colleges in his 
state, and had been head of the Cleveland eo of 
Commerce. 


When JoHN GRIER HIBBEN retired in 1932 from the 
Princeton presidency, it was not altogether easy to realize 
that only two previous presidents, one in the Nineteenth and 
one in the Eighteenth century, had served longer at the head 
of the University. To the outside world Dr. Hibben had, 
indeed, become the visible embodiment of Princeton, but the 
University’s development under his direction had been so 
continuous, so smooth, so little marked by controversy or 
dissension that the lapse of time seemed incredible. Hibben 
had been installed at an hour when faculty and alumni were 
split apart by one of those factional struggles which some- 
times reach their bitterest with institutions of learning. It 
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was the case of a quiet, modest and unassuming member of 
the instructors’ staff, chosen experimentally to meet a crisis, * 
handling the situation with such tact and wisdom that in 
the shortest time the crisis itself was all but forgotten. In 
personality, Hibben differed as widely from his predecessors 
Wilson, Patton and McCosh as he did from such other 
college presidents of his day as Eliot and Hadley. The 
variety of character among successful personalities in that 
office is as interesting as it is in political leadership. 

Speaking at the Pilgrims’ dinner, not many months ago, 
one of the foremost British economic thinkers apologized 
humorously for his occupation, and raised the question 
whether our much-predicted revolution might not end in 
demand for ‘‘the economists to the lamp-posts.’”’? He may 
have had in mind the professors who gave their public 
blessing to the ideas of 1929. It may have been the hurling 
at one another’s heads of diametrically opposite theories 
derived from the same set of visible economic facts. Or the 
friendly foreigner may merely have observed the recent 
surgical experiments on the unhappy body politic, conducted 
by economists installed in the official laboratory. 

When the English visitor made his speech, there was not 
much doubt that the title ‘economist’? invited a certain 
popular disrespect. During five crucial economic years, the 
only members of the profession who had figured in the news 
were college professors whose theories proved that the 
speculative boom would never stop, or else, later on, pro- 
fessors with fantastic expedients which they were resolved 
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to try overnight on a helpless public. There were doubtless 
other and very different economists than these, but they kept 
silence during that strange period. It was a singular picture; 
yet in the last two months the picture has altered as suddenly 
as it was first presented, and as completely. The uprising 
of our economic teachers in a body since last summer, against 
the crude experiments with the currency, their organized and 
public attack on official economic fallacies, make up a 
notable chapter in last year’s political history. One of the 
old-time fighters for sound money and good sense is on our list 
tonight. HENRy Watcottr Farnam, who during forty years 
had filled the chair of political economy at Yale, did yeoman 
service at the time of the Bryanite delusions in the Nineties. 
It was perhaps because of increasing age and retirement from 
active work that he did not take an active hand in the con- 
troversies of 1933. He was not adapted, so his friends de- 
clared, for the rough-and-tumble of politics. Perhaps that 
was what handicapped his fellow-economists, in their long 
silence between June, 1928, and October, 1933. 

Every one who knew Paut Van DykE will remember first 
of all his unfailing friendliness, accompanied with the touch 
of dignity that was natural tohim. Invariably good-humored 
and not in the least self-conscious, it was his personality quite 
as much as his literary and historical scholarship which made 
impression. But his qualities as a scholar were out of the 
ordinary. He was by instinct not only thorough in his 
methods, but surprisingly impartial in conclusions. That a 
writer with Van Dyke’s social antecedents should have

entered thus sympathetically into the spirit of the French 
Renaissance was sufficiently interesting. But that he, a 
Calvinist clergyman, should have received from a Roman 
Catholic university its doctorate degree for his life of Ignatius 
Loyola, was in all respects unusual. 

Another reminder that an era of impulsive and happy- 
thought theorists on life or history may yet produce scholars 
and teachers to whom the longer past is a reality, comes from 
the career of DANA CARLETON Munro. To the constituency 
of the best-sellers, Munro’s name was unknown; a specialist 
in the thought and life of the Middle Ages would hardly 
rouse enthusiasm in what might be called the reading prole- 
tariat. Yet few men of our day have made through their 
personal instruction a deeper impression on interpretation of 
history. Munro was a scholar of the ingratiating sort. 
Personally modest, quiet, unassuming and unpedantic, his 
courses at Princeton were surrounded with an atmosphere of 
culture; his achievement with his pupils was to make the 
mind and thought of bygone centuries entirely compre- 
hensible to the self-centered present. In particular, his 
methods provided a wholesome antidote against the basing 
of historical conclusions on a smattering of information. Ten 
minutes of examining original sources, Munro impressed upon 
his classes, will be more useful than hours spent in reading 
interpretations; the only thoroughly satisfactory approach 
to any historical subject is through first-hand investigation 
of sources. If these are regarded as old-fashioned and obsolete 
ideas, in a period of short-cuts to universal knowledge, the 
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Princeton undergraduates who thronged to Munro’s class- 
rooms seem to have thought otherwise. 

The good and the bad in the American educational system 
were equally pictured in the vicissitudes of HENRY SUZZALLO’S 
career. Its very beginnings illustrated strikingly the oppor- 
tunities which this country’s system offers. American-born 
himself, Suzzallo’s father was a humble Czechoslovak immi- 
grant. Young Suzzallo worked his way through Stanford 
University, graduating with such distinction as to be selected 
for the San Francisco School board, then appointed lecturer 
at Columbia. From his subsequent Columbia professorship, 
he was called back to the Pacific coast to become president 
of the State University of Washington, and there Suzzallo 
encountered the bad side of the system. The University was 
bound up with politics. Political pressure on the politically- 
appointed board of regents had retained on its faculty 
incompetent and superannuated professors, some of them 
originally political appointees. Suzzallo supplemented 
obsolete professors with well-equipped younger educators, 
extended widely his institution’s field of instruction, nearly 
quadrupled its student body, and himself became one of the 
best-known figures of the American Northwest. 

But he would never bend his will to the whim of politicians, 
and he thereby created a relentless group of enemies. They 
watched for their opportunity; it came as it has come in 
other state universities, and as it might have come in any or 
all of our educational institutions, but for Chief Justice 
Marshall and the Dartmouth College case. The state elected 
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as governor a politician who had long been planning ven- 
geance. The new executive lost no time in packing the 
Board of Regents and in ousting Suzzallo unceremoniously. 
To an extent this experience seemed to have shaken Suzzallo’s 
spirit. But he never relinquished his educational work; his 
national repute brought him successively into other posts of 
high responsibility. 

HENRY STEPHENS WASHINGTON was one of the country’s 
outstanding geologists. On some of the more obscure prob- 
lems of that interesting science—the chemical composition 
of rocks and minerals, for instance,—he stood at the head 
in his field of investigation. His reputation was world-wide; 
he was a distinguished member of scientific bodies in half a 
dozen countries and carried the decorations of their govern- 
ments. 

Those of us who encountered BENJAMIN TALBOT HypkE, at 
his occasional visits to the Club, will recall the burly figure 
clad in the rather unusual uniform of a grown-up boy scout. 
Probably few Centurions were aware that his work with the 
organization whose uniform he wore was to him the real 
concern of life. Those who knew him testified whole- 
heartedly that, both as Boy Scout leader and as interpreter 
of nature to youngsters outside that organization, Hyde 
exercised an immense influence for good. One of his friends 
describes him, in his chosen fields of activity from New 
Jersey to New Mexico, as always surrounded by a group of 
boy disciples who hung on his every word while he talked to 
them about birds or plants or snakes or Indians and, in his 
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genial non-didactic way, taught them what it actually meant 
to be a worth-while Scout. He was said to be a marvel at 
straightening out the character of wild and incorrigible boys. 
Regardless of type or temperament, they were all potter’s 
clay in the hands of “‘Uncle Bennie.” 


The ending of E>warp HucuH SoTHERN’s interesting career 
reminds the Century of the intimacy with which its member- 
ship, present and past, has been entwined with the highest 
traditions of the American stage. Sol Smith Russell, Law- 
rence Barrett, Joseph Jefferson and Edwin Booth are on our 
older roll; on our present active list are such representatives 
of the best in contemporary drama as Otis Skinner, Walter 
Hampden, Augustus Thomas, William Gillette and John 
Barrymore—not to mention the versatile and imaginative 
conductor of last January’s Twelfth Night revel. It is an 
impressive record. It shows that the commanding person- 
alities of the modern stage have understood as well as men of 
mark in literature, art and the professions, how incomplete 
life was without some congenial meeting-place for social 
contact between all of them. 

Sothern in many ways embodied the romantic drama. 
When he himself, on retiring from the stage, described the 
popular play of nowadays as depicting “‘commonplace life, 
presented in a commonplace way,’ the choice of words 
(which were written with no resentment) indicated his own 
place in the theatre. Doubtless, Sothern’s romantic imper- 
sonations did not have the dash of Lester Wallack. They 
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rarely emphasized the eccentric, after Mansfield’s fashion; 
yet somehow they left on his audience’s mind an impression 
of real personalities, as interesting as they were ingratiating. 
He was not a convincing Hamlet and his Romeo was uneven; 
for his nature lacked the philosophical, and passion as dis- 
tinguished from emotion was perhaps beyond his grasp. But 
even in Shakespearian réles, Sothern’s Malvolio and Petru- 
chio did not suffer from comparison with the performance of 
other and greater actors. In the remembrance of his audi- 
ences he was actually the Prisoner of Zenda and the counter- 
feit king. His D’Artagnan and Villon replaced, in minds 
already familiar with the stories, the mental picture which 
had previously been drawn of those celebrities. 

To the theatre his largest service was adherence to a high 
ideal. Very possibly the habitual play-goer of today would 
vote that Sothern’s acting was old-fashioned, his plays not 
adapted to the appetite for strong meat which even moving- 
picture audiences nowadays possess. Such is the revolution 
of public favor. Whether it means a New Era in dramatic 
history is another question. It was not a frequenter of our 
contemporary theatre, but our old friend Samuel Pepys, who 
found “Midsummer Night’s Dream’’ the ‘“‘most insipid 
ridiculous play that ever I saw in my life.”” But Pepys, like 
theatre-goers of a much more recent period, was a citizen of 
his times, and Shakespearian comedy was no food for the 
Restoration palate. It preferred the kind of drama which 
our own playgoing public, not so very long ago, used to 
acclaim as the picture of real life. 
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It was the special preoccupation of ASHLEY HoRACE 
THORNDIKE to study Shakespeare the playwright in the light 
of Shakespeare the playhouse manager. ‘To the long list of 
earlier Shakespearian commentators, the fact that the subject 
of their study should have directed the business of his 
theatre so efficiently as to enable him to retire with a compe- 
tency from that precarious occupation, was admitted to be a 
puzzle; but they did no more than guess about it. Thorndike, 
while giving place to none of them in appreciation of the 
dramatist, approached the question as a problem in the 
history of a Seventeenth-century Frohman or Belasco. After 
all, Shakespeare the manager had to draw audiences to the 
Globe. His business was to ensure a “record run”’ if possible, 
and the taste or whim of Elizabethan play-goers shifted as 
frequently and as disconcertingly as did those of Sothern’s 
audiences. Thorndike examined all accessible records of the 
contemporary theatre, traced them along with the recorded 
changes in the period’s public mood, compared them with the 
corresponding changes in the themes of Shakespeare’s plays, 
and convinced the critics. 

Why did “‘As You Like It” follow so quickly after Shake- 
speare’s plays of English history? Because popular taste for 
stage reproduction of past British politics had waned, and 
because the fickle public fancy was being caught by pastoral 
comedy and Robin-Hood impersonation. Why did ‘“‘Hamlet”’ 
and the tragedies capture audiences which had been content 
with Rosalind, Falstaff and Sir Toby? Because other pro- 
ducers were drawing better houses with plays of conspiracy 
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and revenge. Even ‘‘Measure for Measure,”’ a Shakespearian 
play quite unlike those which preceded it or followed, was, in 
Thorndike’s view, an experiment suggested by the not un- 
successful effort of competing managers to bring the sex- 
drama into vogue. 

Above all, what caused Shakespeare abruptly to abandon 
in his closing years the highest themes of tragedy, and to 
enter the field of purely romantic drama? ‘Thorndike gives 
evidence that public favor had been drifting from ‘‘Othello’’ 
or “King Lear’’ to the idyllic plays of Beaumont and Fletcher, 
and concludes that this was why the experienced author- 
manager forthwith deserted tragedy to regain the field 
against these younger innovators. ‘‘Cymbeline,’’ ‘‘Winter’s 
Tale’ and ‘‘Tempest,”’ achieved the task. This extremely 
interesting venture into original literary criticism does not 
solve the whole of the Shakespeare mystery, but it throws 
light on a neglected side of it. 


Whoever met CLARENCE CLOUGH BUEL at the Club-house, 
even in the days when physical infirmity forced him to move 
about with crutches, recognized instantly the seasoned critic 
of events. On the developments of the day he had his 
judgments; but, like many other men whose career of per- 
sonal achievement had ended long ago, his keenest interest 
was in that bygone period. During the early aftermath of 
the great European war it became a matter of remark that, 
whereas returning soldiers disliked to write or talk of their 
experiences, published controversy over the strategy of the 
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campaigns began at once, and with it dispute between high 
military officers regarding the credit for victories or responsi- 
bility for defeats. Exactly the opposite in both respects had 
happened after our own War of Secession. The soldiers’ 
personal reminiscences filled columns of print as soon as war 
was over, but the controversy of commanders came only after 
a very long lapse of time. It was not until twenty years 
after Gettysburg, for instance, that what may be called the 
“inside facts’”’ of that celebrated battle were authoritatively 
brought to light. 

When Buel in 1883 conceived the idea of procuring for the 
Century Magazine the personal narrative of commanding 
generals on both sides regarding circumstance, strategy, 
individual achievement or delinquency, the reading public 
had little more information than the newspaper accounts of 
twenty years before. The plan came to Buel accidentally. 
Two or three papers, published in the Century Magazine of 
1883, had discussed John Brown’s raid from opposing points 
of view. They attracted such wide interest that Buel pro- 
posed publication of perhaps eight or ten similar controversial 
articles on the ‘‘decisive battles’ of the war. The moment 
he began to get into touch with surviving general officers, the 
possibilities of the program widened. In the end, so many 
important articles were procured that their publication in the 
Century occupied the three years from November, 1884, to 
November, 1887. It would today be difficult fully to under- 
stand the history of that war without them. 

Many outstanding commanders—Meade, Lee and Jackson 
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among them—had died before Buel began his quest; but 
Grant, McClellan, Longstreet, Johnston, Beauregard joined 
in the Century’s discussions, and with them a long list of 
responsible subordinate commanders. Among their en- 
lightening contributions to history were the frank exposure 
by his close associates, civil and military, of Jefferson Davis’s 
bad temper and bad judgment; the profound respect, frankly 
expressed by Confederate commanders, for the character and 
capacity of Lincoln; General Buell’s extremely caustic criti- 
cism on the strategy of Grant’s Shiloh campaign and, perhaps 
beyond all else, disclosure by Longstreet and other high 
Confederate officers of Lee’s inexplicable obstinacy in order- 
ing the frontal attack at Gettysburg, when his corps com- 
manders had pronounced it suicidal. These vivid personal 
reminiscences could not have been obtained without far- 
seeing, judicious and untiring industry. In all respects, it 
was a notable achievement. What the reading public thought 
of it was shown by the rise in the magazine’s circulation, 
within six months, from 127,000 to 225,000, and by the com- 
manding position which was won for it without dispute in the 
periodical literature of the day. 


Centurions whose place at the dinner-table happened to be 
next Henry VAN Dyke, and who listened to his thoughtful 
remarks on men and things, did not always know of the 
slumbering fire in their quiet fellow-clubman’s mind. As 
pulpit orator and teacher of English literature, Van Dyke had 
gained wide esteem; his culture, his imagination and the 
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clearness of his judgment ensured it. His poetry was always 
graceful, sometimes inspiring. Isaak Walton would have 
liked to fish with him and exchange those ideas on the 
philosophy of life that complete anglers are expected to 
possess. But once away from church or lecture room or 
woods and streams, Van Dyke approached the questions of 
the day without conventional restraint. In the matter of 
religious creed, his contribution to popular controversy was a 
declaration that he himself was not a “‘Fundamentalist”’ and 
had been unable to discover what a “‘Modernist’”’ was. The 
Eighteenth Amendment he discussed, not very patiently, 
as a moral and political absurdity. Calvinist ancestry did not 
interfere with his characterization of the ‘‘Anti-Catholic 
drive’ in the campaign of 1928 as unscrupulous and base, 
a deliberate revival of religious intolerance for political 
advantage. Of the ‘‘new-school”’ fiction and drama of the 
early post-war period, he remarked contemptuously that it 
was as crude from the literary viewpoint as it was coarse 
from the viewpoint of good taste. When the Swedish 
Academy in 1930 voted the Nobel prize to Sinclair Lewis, 
Van Dyke described the award as mortifying to America, 
and suggested that the Academy must be badly versed in 
English. 

It might be imagined that an independent thinker with 
this capacity for unsparing comment would have had his 
say at once on Germany’s conduct in the crisis of 1914. 
But Van Dyke’s situation was peculiar. In 1913 President 
Wilson sent him to represent the American government in 
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the country of his ancestors. Accepting the mission to 
Holland as a charge for promotion of world peace, he pres- 
ently found himself, through force of unexpected circum- 
stances, in a distinctly warlike mood; yet he could not, at that 
neutral court, very well declare his personal judgment on the 
merits of the conflict, the duty of the United States, or the 
behavior of German armies. Fora moment it seemed possible 
that the whirlwind of events would bring the German in- 
vaders into Holland, imposing on Van Dyke the task that 
befell Brand Whitlock in Belgium. Like Whitlock, he could 
then have spoken out concerning the exploits which present- 
day apologists describe as a display of natural irritation on 
the part of friendly visiting troops, maltreated by the Bel- 
gians. As it was, Van Dyke condemned himself to silence. 
It is fair to say, however, that when in 1917 he relinquished 
his diplomatic post and came back to America, he made up 
valiantly for the lost time of the four preceding years. This 
incisiveness of public speech was the quality of a poet and 
essayist whose writings breathe the spirit of gentle kindliness, 
of love for nature and for man in contact with her. But that 
is the paradox of humanity. 


It will be many years before the lunch-table company will 
cease to include in its picture that tall fellow-diner with the 
ruddy face, the humorous eye and the touch of Irish brogue, 
WILLIAM STEPHEN RAINSFORD. Dr. Rainsford embodied the 
material from which real Centurions are made. He was a 
clergyman who in the pulpit stirred emotion and conviction, 
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yet whose own view, both of life and of the rigid creeds which 
colored life in his younger days, was infused with robust 
humor. He was called to repair the fortunes of a rich men’s 
church which had been left behind in the uptown hegira of 
its congregation; he made the rich communicants throw 
open their pews for the poorest worshipper, and kept them all 
together by his human talk to both of them. He had the 
unusual faculty of understanding not only the common East- 
sider but the down-town captain of finance, the power of 
penetrating instantly the good points in the character of each, 
and of bending both to his purpose as their minister. He 
met the rising tide of Prohibition, on the eve of the extraordi- 
nary experiment which has broken down ignobly, by asserting 
in public that, while he wished ‘‘every saloon could be closed 
and kept closed seven days in the week,”’ he believed it could 
not be done successfully or rightly unless through substi- 
tuting ‘‘a cheap, orderly, democratic social centre’’ where 
not only coffee and tea could be purchased at reasonable 
prices, but where beer and wines could be obtained by that 
part of the city’s population “who are obliged, by the re- 
stricted circumstances surrounding their homes, to seek some 
space and entertainment away from them.” 

Rainsford’s acquaintance in all sections of New York 
citizenship was of the widest. He took the measure of each 
acquaintance shrewdly, and usually found something in each 
that no one else had discovered. That was because Rainsford, 
himself the embodiment of frankness, had the rare capacity 
of inducing each of them to turn to him a side of their per- 
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sonality which pride, or sensitiveness, or conventionality had 
made them hide from others. He was always the close friend 
of the elder Morgan but, where their judgments on any 
question of procedure clashed, it was usually Rainsford who 
would bend to his own ideas that iron-willed financial super- 
man. Yet Rainsford always insisted, in the face of public 
incredulity, that it was temperamental shyness which made 
the overlord of Wall Street conceal his really humane instincts 
and face the outside world with forbidding sternness. A 
critical moment in the country’s business organism elicited a 
remark from Morgan which the Doctor rightly treasured up 
as a sidelight on characters and events. Rainsford had 
asked what the trouble really was; Morgan rejoined, ‘“The 
fools won’t show each other their books.” “But you,’ sug- 
gested Rainsford, ‘‘would not show your books to any one.”’ 
Morgan’s reply was: “Well, Rector, the time is coming when 
all business will have to be done with glass pockets.”’ 


Among the Centurions who will always be associated with 
the traditions of reading room and dinner table, CHARLES 
ApAMS PLiatTr was a distinctive figure. That was not because 
he led the conversation. It was his quietly whimsical partici- 
pation in the talk, the sense of thoroughly likeable com- 
panionship, which ensured a welcome when he joined the 
group. Apart from recollection of a congenial spirit, Platt’s 
place in the Century’s remembrance will be, first, as the 
ninth in its notable list of presidents, then for his altogether 
characteristic work in art and architecture. To Platt’s 
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imaginative mind, those two fields of creative endeavor were 
so closely akin that his activities constantly alternated be- 
tween them. His paintings have their place on the walls of 
numerous public galleries; his work as etcher won him a place 
among the founders of the American school of that branch of 
art. But the sense of beauty tempered in a more unusual 
way his architectural conceptions. One of his fellow-Cen- 
turions has described him as a constructive artist ‘for whom 
a public building or a private house had to have organic life,” 
and some of our most graceful public buildings perpetuate 
his imaginative spirit. 

Platt had none of the ostentation that sometimes comes 
with high professional repute. Along with his unfailing 
kindliness of manner, modesty regarding even his proficiency 
in art was part of his character. He never forced into con- 
versation his own ideas or his own achievement; indeed, his 
personal contribution to the talk, even when art was the 
topic of discussion, was usually such that fellow-Centurions 
who did not know him may have supposed themselves to be 
listening to a self-restrained amateur. But all such hesitancy 
vanished when his imagination applied itself to the artistic 
task before him. 


Fellow-Clubmen were apt to meet JoHN Jay CHAPMAN 
in the library, where the stout and slightly stooping figure, 
the earnest face, the half-read book tucked under the maimed 
left arm while the right hand filled a pipe from the deftly- 
poised tobacco-pouch, will always belong to memories of the 
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place. If Chapman had lived in the Eighteenth century, 
his writings might have had a part in directing public opinion. 
Politics and economics did not interest him as they interested 
that period’s essayists and pamphleteers; but Chapman’s 
intensity of feeling, when applied to his own topics, was 
quite as great as theirs, and he easily matched them in mas- 
tery of style or originality of view. The constant unexpected- 
ness of Chapman’s critical judgments was a delight. They 
were so attractively presented that even a doubting reader 
found himself, for the moment at any rate, assenting re- 
luctantly. But Chapman had to divide his audience with the 
newspaper editorials and the radio broadcasts—which is one 
reason why his published judgments were read by an ap- 
preciative few. Even with them, it was mostly Chapman’s 
own personality which interested; perhaps because it puzzled. 
The London Times discovered in him a ‘‘combination of 
New York’s cosmopolitan liveliness with all those long- 
suffering New England pieties.’”” But that hardly draws the 
picture. The flavor of Chapman’s judgments and descrip- 
tions is really created by his mixture of frequently unsparing 
denunciation with the kindest possible feeling for the culprits. 

Celebrities of past centuries received from him much the 
same treatment as distinguished contemporaries. That 
Dante appealed to his personal sympathies was plainly indi- 
cated by Chapman’s own description of the poet as “terrible 
in the Italian sense; that is to say, outspoken in the extreme.”’ 
Chapman’s English rendering of some passages from the 
“Commedia” reproduces the spirit of his poet as has been 
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done by few translators. But he does not hesitate to dismiss 
as altogether untrustworthy Dante’s assignment of historic 
personages to their place in the hereafter. ‘‘Any endeavor,” 
so he thinks, ‘“‘to bring these fancies into accurate relation 
with theology or history is fantastic.’? Whether this verdict 
should apply to Dante’s reservation of a place in his Inferno 
for the French king who reduced the gold content of the 
currency unit, Chapman was probably not economist enough 
to discover. He gives place to nobody in appreciating 
Shakespeare; whose writings, he agrees, “‘touch on our life 
and mind at all points” and are ‘“‘behind most of our critical 
perceptions.’”’ Nevertheless, “‘although the world, after three 
centuries, goes on being fascinated by ‘Othello,’”’ it is ‘‘an 
odious play, false to life and without overtones.’”’ ‘There 
never was a man like Macbeth, and there never could be.”’ 
Hamlet is ‘‘a philosophic gimcrack,” with “the mind of an 
elderly man set on the shoulders of a boy of eighteen and 
turned loose in a tragic situation.”” Shakespeare and Dante 
would have argued out these things with Chapman; but 
Chapman would have held his ground, and both of them 
would have liked him all the better for it. 

With his own contemporaries, Chapman applied his critical 
method joyously. Bernard Shaw is “a very powerful and 
remarkable being’’; he has rediscovered some of the “‘psycho- 
logical secrets of art’? and has “revolutionized English act- 
ing.” But Shaw ‘‘does not know that there are things which 
cannot be made funny.’’ His popular success indicates the 
public’s appetite for ‘‘mustard at every course’; his plays 
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are acclaimed because ‘“‘we like the butter to be a little 
rancid’? and because, to the audience of the day, humor 
“seems flat unless it contains just a little tang of doubt as to 
the fundamental truth of virtue and honor.’”’ The strongest 
of all Chapman’s prepossessions—his ideas on the higher 
education of today—brings him in touch with developments 
at his own Alma Mater. ‘True to his spirit of controversial 
sportsmanship, Chapman describes President Eliot as “‘sin- 
cere and spontaneous,” praises his capacity to “get things 
done,’’ and emphasizes Eliot’s ‘‘clairvoyance in the matter of 
character.”’ But he forthwith proceeds to explain that for 
Eliot ‘“‘no ideals except ideals of conduct had reality,” that 
“literature and philosophy were names of things in bottles.” 
Higher education in fact has nowadays ‘‘almost no friends, 
no champion, no spokesman.” ‘The college degree in 
America, like the French assignat and the German mark, has 
become something to get away from.” 

No one but Chapman could have written exactly this. If 
another man had done so, he would promptly be classified 
as pessimist or ranter. But with Chapman, controversial 
outbursts merely bring into stronger light his underlying 
good humor and his complete originality. His nature was 


essentially hopeful, his view of life not in the least unpleasant. — 


Whoever came to know him personally found him kindly, 
non-contentious, quite as interested in the ideas of others as 
in his own. With such a club associate, conversation across 
the table was bound to be illuminating. It might be said, 
in line with the remark once made regarding another man of 
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strong opinions, that it was intellectually more profitable 
and delightful to talk with Chapman and disagree with him 
than to agree with any one else. 


This is our list tonight. It is a long list; it contains the 
names of many Centurions closely identified not only with the 
memories and fortunes of the Club but with the history of 
our times. When we recall their personality and achievement, 
as we have done tonight, we picture the spirit of the Century.

ACT OF INCORPORATION 
CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE 
THE CENTURY ASSOCIATION 


Passed March 7th, 1857. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION I. Gulian C. Verplanck, William C. Bryant, 
Charles M. Leupp, Asher B. Durand, John F. Kensett, 
William Kemble, and William H. Appleton, and such 
other persons as are now associated as ‘‘ The Century,’’ or 
may hereafter become associated with them, are hereby 
constituted a body corporate by the name of ‘‘ THE CEN- 
TURY ASSOCIATION,” to be located in the City of New York, 
for the purpose of promoting the advancement of Art and 
Literature, by establishing and maintaining a library, read- 
ing room, and gallery of art, and by such other means as 
shall be expedient and proper for that purpose. 


SEC. 2. The said corporation shall have the power to 
make and adopt a Constitution and By-Laws, Rules, and 
Regulations, for the admission, government, suspension, 
and expulsion of its members, the election of its officers 
and to define their duties, and for the safe-keeping and 
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protection of its property and funds; and from time to time 
to alter or repeal such Constitution, By-Laws, Rules, and 
Regulations. The seven persons named in the first section 
of this Act shall constitute the Trustees and Managers until 
others are elected in their places. 


SEc. 3. The said corporation may purchase and hold or 
lease any real or personal estate, provided that they shall 
not hold any real estate the value of which shall exceed the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars. 


SEc. 4. The said corporation shall possess the general 
powers, and be subject to the general restrictions and lia- 
bilities prescribed in the third title of the eighteenth chap- 
ter of the first part of the Revised Statutes. 


SEc. 5. The Legislature may at any time alter or repeal 
this Act. 


Sec. 6. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


By a special Act of the Legislature, passed March 29th, 
1883, the Association was authorized to hold real estate to 
the value of three hundred thousand dollars. This was 
superseded by the General Corporation Law, under which 
the Association is entitled to hold real estate to the value 
of three million dollars.

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CONSTITUTION 
OF 


THE CENTURY ASSOCIATION 


ARTICLE I. 


This Association shall be composed of authors, artists, 
and amateurs of letters and the fine arts. 


ARTICLE II. 


SECTION I. The officers shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer; and there shall 
also be sixteen Trustees. Such officers, together with the 
Trustees, shall be a Board of Management. Of the Trus- 
tees not less than three shall be authors, not less than three 
artists, and not more than eight amateurs. No person 
shall be eligible as a trustee for more than three years in 
succession. 

The officers and trustees shall be chosen at each annual 
meeting by ballot, and shall continue in office until the 
next annual meeting, or until their successors are elected. 
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Sec. 2. The President shall preside at the meetings of 
the Association; he shall also be Chairman of the Board of 
Management; he shall, with the Secretary, sign all written 
contracts and obligations of the Association, and he shall 
perform such other duties as the Board of Management of 
the Association may assign him. 

The first Vice-President, or in his absence the second 
Vice-President, shall discharge the duties of the President 
in case of his absence or during a vacancy in his office. 


Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep minutes of all meet- 
ings of the Association and of the Board of Management; 
shall notify members of their election, issue notices for all 
meetings of the Association, and conduct the correspond- 
ence and keep the records; which records and correspond- 
ence shall be open to the inspection of members at all 
reasonable times. 


Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall collect and, under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Management, disburse the funds. He 
shall report at every annual meeting, and oftener if re- 
quired, on the state of the funds. His accounts shall be 
audited by a select committee of three, appointed or 
elected at the monthly meeting next previous to the annual 
meeting. 

In case of the absence, disability, or death of the Treas- 
urer, the President or the Board of Management shall have 
power to appoint a Treasurer pro tem. to serve during such 
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absence or disability, or, in case of the death of the 
Treasurer, until the vacancy shall have been filled. 
a 


SEc. 5. Any officer or trustee may be removed, for 
cause, at any meeting of the Association, upon due notice, 
and any vacancy in an office shall be filled for the residue 
of the term by the Board of Management. 


ARTICLE III. 


OF THE POWERS OF THE ASSOCIATION AT ITS GENERAL 
MEETINGS. 


SECTION I. All the corporate powers remain vested in 
the Association, and they may be exercised at any regular 
meeting, subject to the restrictions herein contained. 


Sec. 2. No resolution making any disposition by way 
of sale, lease, or mortgage, of any of the property of the 
Association, or whereby an expenditure of more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars is or may be incurred, shall be 
passed except at a meeting at which sixty members shall 
be present, and two-thirds of those present shall vote in 
favor thereof, nor until the resolution shall have been re- 
ferred to and considered by the Board of Management and 
they shall have reported their opinion thereon, which re- 
port shall be made at the monthly meeting next after the 
reference. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGEMENT. 


SECTION I. The Board of Management shall have gen- 
eral charge of the affairs, funds, and property of the Asso- 
ciation. It shall be their duty to carry out the objects and 
purposes thereof; and to this end they may exercise all 
the powers of the Association, subject to the Constitution 
and By-Laws, and to such action as the Association may 
take at its monthly or annual meetings. 


SEC. 2. The Board shall have regular meetings as often 
as once in each month from November to June inclusive, 
and they shall submit a report of the affairs of the Asso- 
ciation at each annual meeting, and shall report at other 
times if required. Seven members shall constitute a quo- 
rum. 


SEC. 3. The Board of Management may invite dis- 
tinguished strangers visiting the City to partake of the 
privileges of the Association during their stay. [Amended 
December 3, 192T.] 


SEc. 4. The Board of Management shall have the power 
to remit the dues of any member, for such cause and for 
such period as in their judgment may be advisable and 
proper. During that period such member shall not be 
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counted in the limitation of members. [Amended December 
3, 19a!.] 
ARTICLE V. 


OF COMMITTEES AND THEIR DUTIES. 


SECTION I. COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS. The Committee 
on Admissions shall consist of twenty-one members, who 
shall be chosen by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
hold office until their successors shall be elected. At the 
annual meeting in January, 1889, seven members of the 
Committee shall be elected to serve three years, seven two 
years, and seven one year. At each subsequent annual 
meeting seven members shall be chosen to serve three years. 
No member of the Committee shall be eligible for reélec- 
tion within one year of the expiration of three years’ service 
on said Committee. Vacancies by death, or otherwise, may 
be filled by the Committee until the next annual meeting. 
They shall fix their own time and place of meeting. Eleven 
members shall constitute a quorum. 


SEC. 2. OTHER COMMITTEES. There shall be a House 
Committee, a Committee on Literature, and a Committee 
on Art, each composed of three members; and such Com- 
mittees shall be chosen by the Board of Management from 
its own members within two weeks after each annual meet- 
ing. The particular duties of each of said Committees shall 
be defined by the By-Laws. The Board of Management 
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may, in its discretion, add to the number of members of any 
said committees during the current year. [Amended Feb- 
ruary 5, 1927.| 


ARTICLE VI. 


OF THE MEMBERS. 


SECTION I. The number of resident members is limited 
to one thousand. 


Sec. 2. Any member who, having paid the entrance fee 
and the dues for one year, is absent from the United States 
for a continuous period of not less than twelve months 
shall, during his absence, be exempt from the payment of 
dues, provided that he shall have given to the Treasurer 
previous notice in writing of his intention to be absent. 
Absentees shall not be counted in the limitation of the 
number of resident members. In case the return of absen- 
tees shall increase the number above the limit prescribed, 
no new resident members shall be chosen until the number 
shall be reduced by resignation or otherwise below such limit. 


SEc. 3. There shall also be a class of non-resident mem- 
bers, not exceeding five hundred in number, to consist of 
persons residing permanently more than fifty miles from 
the New York City Hall, and having no office nor place of 
business in New York. [Amended January 14, 1928.] 

All officers of the Army and Navy, who are now mem- 
bers or who may be elected to membership, may at their 
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option be held to be non-resident members during the tenure 
of their commissions. 


SEc. 4. No person shall be admitted as a member of the 
Association unless he shall have been recommended by the 
Committee on Admissions, on the proposal of two members 
not belonging to that Committee. 

The name of every person proposed for admission, 
whether as a resident or a non-resident member, with his 
residence and the names of the members proposing him, 
shall be posted in the rooms at least fifteen days before 
being acted upon by the Committee. The Committee shall 
receive and consider all communications in reference to 
the persons proposed, and make careful examination as 
to their qualifications; it shall pass upon each name sepa- 
rately, and two negative votes shall be a rejection of the 
candidate. The proceedings of the Committee shall be 
secret and confidential. 

At every monthly meeting of the Association the Com- 
mittee shall furnish printed lists, properly classified, of the 
names of the persons recommended for admission, not 
exceeding twenty in number, and the Association shall 
then proceed to vote by depositing the lists with tellers 
appointed by the Chairman. The erasure from the list of 


any name shall be considered a vote in the negative, and » 


such negative votes to the number of one-fifth of the votes 
cast shall exclude from membership the person against 
whom they are cast. 
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No person so excluded shall be eligible for election within 
twelve months thereafter. 


Sec. 5. Non-resident members may at any time, on and 
after the 30th April, 1896, be transferred from the list of 
resident members upon application in writing to the Treas- 
urer. ‘The members so transferred shall not be entitled to 
reimbursement of any part of the entrance fee. 

Non-resident members shall be entitled to all the privi- 
leges of the Association, except the right of voting and of 
holding office. They shall be subject to the Constitution 
and By-Laws and to all the regulations of the Association. 


Sec. 6. The Secretary and Treasurer, two weeks pre- 
vious to each monthly meeting, shall determine the number 
of vacancies in each class of members and certify the same 
to the Committee on Admissions. 


Sec. 7. An entrance fee of one hundred and fifty dollars 
shall be paid by each resident member, and of one hundred 
dollars by each non-resident member. Such payments shall 
be made within thirty days after notice in writing of the 
election, and in default of such payment the member may 
in the discretion of the Board of Management be deemed 
to have declined his election. 


Sec. 8. The annual dues of resident members shall be 
ninety dollars, payable semi-annually in advance on the first 
days of May and November; and the annual dues of non- 
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resident members shall be forty-five dollars, payable on 
admission, and on each first day of May thereafter. 

The dues of all newly-elected members shall be computed 
proportionally from the first day of the month succeeding 
their election. 

When the dues of any member shall remain unpaid for 
the space of three months, the Treasurer shall cause him to 
be notified that, unless the same be paid within one month 
thereafter, his membership will cease; and in case such 
dues shall not be paid pursuant to such notice, or such 
default be accounted for to the Board of Management, he 
shall thereupon cease to be a member. 

In case any member elected to the non-resident class shall 
come to reside within the radius before named, or shall 
establish an office or place of business in the City of New 
York, it shall be his duty forthwith to notify the Treasurer 
of the Association in writing of such change, and he shall 
then be deemed a resident member with annual dues accord- 
ingly, and he shall also pay to the Treasurer within thirty 
days the additional amount of entrance fee necessary to 
constitute him a resident member; in default of such pay- 
ment he shall cease to be a member. 

It shall be the duty of each member to keep the 
Treasurer informed of his address. 


SEc. 9. Honorary members may be elected from the 
membership of the Association on the recommendation of 
the Board of Management, at a regular monthly meeting, 
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by unanimous vote by ballot. No more than one honorary 
member shall be chosen in any one year. Honorary mem- 
bers shall be exempt from the payment of annual dues and 
shall be entitled to all the privileges of the Association 
except that of holding office. 


Sec. 10. Any member may be suspended or expelled 
for violation of the Constitution or By-Laws, or for any 
offence or misconduct which may be deemed sufficient to 
warrant such suspension or expulsion, by a vote, at a 
monthly meeting, of three-fourths of the members present, 
one month’s previous notice having been given to the 
member charged. It shall be the duty of the Board of 
Management to report any member for action under this 
rule. 

The Board of Management shall also have the power for 
a like cause, by the affirmative vote of eleven (11) of its 
members, after a hearing has been granted on one month’s 
previous notice, to suspend any member from all privileges 
as such member indefinitely, pending further action; but 
any member affected thereby may require the resolution 
of suspension to be reported to the Association. 

Membership may also be forfeited by failure to pay any 
indebtedness to the Association, in such manner as may 
be prescribed by the By-Laws. 


Sec. 11. In the rooms of the Association, betting of 
any kind is strictly prohibited. [Amended November 5, 


1927.] 
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ARTICLE VII. 


OF MEETINGS. 


SECTION I. There shall be an annual meeting of the 
Association for the election of officers and members and 
other business. It shall be held on the second Saturday of 
January of each year, at 9 o’clock P. M. 


SEC. 2. There shall be monthly meetings of the Associa- 
tion, for the election of members and other business. They 
shall be held on the first Saturday of December, February 
and March and on the first Thursday of April, May, June 
and November, at 9 o’clock P. M. [Amended November 
3, 1928.] 


SEC. 3. Special meetings may be called by the Board of 
Management; and they shall call a meeting at any time on 
the written request of ten members, which request shall 
specify the object of the meeting. 


SEC. 4. The number of members necessary to constitute 
a quorum at an annual meeting shall be fifty, and at a 
monthly or special meeting shall be thirty. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
OF AMENDMENTS. 


SECTION I. This Constitution shall commence and take 
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effect on the second Saturday of January, 1870, and the 
previous Constitution thereupon shall cease. 


Sec. 2. No alteration or amendment of this Constitu- 
tion shall be made unless the same be proposed at a pre- 
vious regular meeting, and then posted in a conspicuous 
place in the rooms of the Association and the text of the 
same sent to each voting member with the notice of the 
meeting at which it may be considered, and be finally 
adopted at a subsequent meeting by the votes of two-thirds 
of the members present at the passage thereof. 


SEc. 3. By-Laws, Rules, and Regulations, not incon- 
sistent with the Charter or this Constitution, may be 
made, adopted, altered, or repealed at any monthly or 
annual meeting: provided, the proposed by-law, rule, regu- 
lation, alteration, or repeal shall have been proposed at a 
previous monthly meeting, and then posted in a conspicuous 
place in the rooms of the Association and the text of the 
same sent to each voting member with the notice of the 
meeting at which it may be considered, and shall be 
adopted by the votes of two-thirds of the members present 
at the passage thereof. 


BY-LAWS 


SECTION 1. No book, journal, paper, picture, statue, or 
other work of art, the property of the Association, shall be 
taken from the rooms, under any pretext whatever, except 
by authority of the Board of Management. 


SEC. 2. On the first day of each month or as soon there- 
after as may be practicable, there shall be sent to each 
member notice of his indebtedness to the Association on 
the last day of the preceding month, and if the same is not 
paid on or before the fifteenth day of the month the names 
of the members so in default, together with the amounts 
due, shall be posted on a separate sheet in the hall. 

In case any such indebtedness shall not be discharged 
at the expiration of a month from the date of such first 
notice, a second notice shall be mailed to the member in 
default, notifying him that further credit will not be ex- 
tended to him until his indebtedness is discharged, and that 
in case he continues in such default for ten days thereafter, 
he will be excluded from all privileges of the Association 
until such indebtedness is paid, and such member shall 
thereupon, upon the expiration of such ten days, be so ex- 
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cluded, and notice to that effect shall thereupon be posted 
on a separate sheet in the hall. 

At any time during such exclusion the Board of Manage- 
ment may declare the membership of such delinquent to 
be forfeited, and his name shall thereupon be dropped from 
the roll of members. 

But before such action shall be taken by the Board of 
Management, it shall cause a copy of this By-Law to be 
mailed to the delinquent member. 

A copy of this By-Law shall be sent with such second 
notice. 


Sec. 3. A: suggestion book shall be kept at the rooms 
in which every member is authorized to enter, under his 
signature, any complaint as to the management of the 
Association, and any suggestions he may desire to make. 


SEc. 4. VISITORS: 


(a) A member may introduce a guest to the rooms of the 
Association for one day by entering the name and address 
of such guest and the date in the book to be kept for that 
purpose. This privilege may be suspended for any particu- 
lar day by the House Committee. A member may not 
introduce the same person as a daily guest more than twice 
in the calendar year, and may not introduce more than one 
daily guest on the same day. 


(b) A member may invite visitors to the Art Gallery dur- 
ing any Art Exhibition of the Association through signing 
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cards of invitation printed for that purpose, but such cards 
of invitation shall not entitle visitors to pass to other parts 
of the house. 


(c) A member may introduce guests to the private dining 
room when he has reserved that room for an entertainment. 


(d) The House Committee, at the request in writing of a 
member, may extend the privileges of the Association for a 
total period of one month in any twelve months to a guest 
whose residence is more than fifty miles from the City Hall. 
Extension of this time may, on the recommendation of the 
House Committee, be granted by the Board of Manage- 
ment. A member may not obtain from the House Com- 
mittee such privileges for more than one guest at a time, 
nor for the same guest more than once in a period of twelve 
months. 


(e) Guests while enjoying the privileges of the Associa- 
tion as provided in paragraphs (a) and (d) are on the same 
footing as non-resident members, except that they may not 
introduce visitors and may not be present at any business 
meeting of the Association. Nor shall the House Com- 
mittee grant the same privileges to the same guest more 
than once in a period of twelve months. 


(f) A member who obtains admission to the Club House 
for a guest becomes responsible for the conduct of such 
guest and for any indebtedness of such guest to the Associa- 
tion. 
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(g) The Board of Management may modify these rules 
to meet special cases. 

(h) It is the duty of the House Committee to enforce the 
provisions of this section and promptly to report to the 
Board of Management all cases of persistent violation 
thereof. 

(i) In case of violation of any of the provisions of this 
section, the House Committee may summarily suspend the 
privileges accorded therein with regard to any member or 
visitor for a period not exceeding ten days, and in all cases 
of violation the Board of Management may suspend such 
privileges for such period as in their discretion the interest 
of the Association may require. 


SEc. 5. The House Committee shall have the charge of 
furnishing supplies, employing stewards and servants, keep- 
ing the rooms and premises of the Association in order for 
use, regulating the place, character and the extent of 
recreation and amusements in the Club House, and en- 
forcing the rule as to admission of visitors. [Amended 
November 5, 1927.] 

The care of newspapers and current periodicals is en- 
trusted to the House Committee. 


SEc. 6. The Committee on Literature shall have charge 
of the Library, and of the supply of books, and shall sub- 
scribe for periodicals, and newspapers. Loud or continuous 
conversation shall not be carried on in the Library, nor, ex- 
cept on Saturday nights shall refreshments be served therein. 
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SEc. 7. The Committee on Art shall have charge of all 
works of art owned or possessed by the Association; and it 
shall be their duty to make arrangements for exhibition, at 
monthly and annual meetings, of the works of artists of the 
Association, and other works of art, at their discretion. 
They shall keep a catalogue of the works of art owned or 
possessed by the Association, or exhibited in its rooms, and 
shall record therein every such work, with the name of the 
author, the title of the work, and the time of exhibition. 
The Committee on Art shall have charge of all decorations 
of the rooms. No work of art shall be accepted as a gift, or 
purchased by the Association, until the Committee on Art 
has made a report thereon to the Board of Management. 


Sec. 8. The expenditures of the House Committee, and 
the Committees on Literature and Art, shall be limited to 
such sums as the Board of Management shall prescribe. 


SEc. 9. A perfect list of members, officers, and commit- 
tees shall be kept posted up in the rooms of the Association; 
and such list shall be corrected under the direction of the 
Treasurer and Secretary, from time to time, as changes 
occur. 


SEC. 10. The above By-Laws shall go into effect on the 
second Saturday of January, 1870. 


Sec. 11. A Nominating Committee shall annually be 
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constituted as follows. The Board of Management shall at 
its first autumn meeting propose as candidates for such 
committee the names of seven members of the Club, of whom 
two shall be members of the Board of Management, not 
eligible for reélection, and two shall be members of the 
Committee on Admissions. The names shall be posted in 
the Club-house at least twenty days before the December 
monthly meeting of the Club. At any time not later than 
ten days before the December monthly meeting, additional 
candidates may be proposed for the Committee, provided 
that in each case the proposal, indorsed by twenty-five resi- 
dent members, be presented in writing to the Secretary of 
the Club. 

All the names proposed by either of the above methods 
shall be printed in a single list, the names proposed by the 
Board of Management being designated by an asterisk. 
From this list, which shall be distributed at the monthly 
meeting in December, the Club shall elect by ballot the 
Nominating Committee. Each member may vote for not 
more than seven names on the list, and the seven candidates 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared 
elected. 

The Nominating Committee shall at the earliest practi- 
cable moment post in the Club-house the names of candi- 
dates for all the positions to be filled. Additional candidates 
for such positions or any of them, may be nominated, and 
shall be posted, provided that in each case the nomination 
indorsed by fifty resident members, be presented in writing 
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to the Secretary of the Club not later than one week before 
the Annual Meeting. 

The Secretary of the Club shall prepare printed lists of 
all candidates named by either of the aforesaid methods, 
the names to be grouped under the titles of the positions to 
be filled; the candidates for Trustees to be arranged in 
three groups, designated respectively as Authors, Artists, 
and Amateurs, and all names proposed by the Nominating 
Committee to be designated by an asterisk. These lists 
shall be distributed to members at the Annual Meeting, 
and shall serve as ballots in the election, provided that 
nothing herein be construed to restrict the right of any 
member to vote by means of written names for persons 
whose names do not appear in print. 


Sec. 12. An Investment Committee consisting of four 
members and the Treasurer shall be appointed by the Board 
of Management annually. It shall be the duty of this com- 
mittee to supervise the investments of the club and to advise 
the Treasurer with respect to the purchase and sale of its 
investments.

The proposer of a candidate shall send promptly a letter 
of recommendation to the Secretary of the Committee on 
Admissions, giving the name, place of residence, and pro- 
fession or occupation of the candidate, with such statement
